Fig ures supplied by v arious org anizations 
and g ov ernment bureaus show that the 
American worker is now enjoy ing a period 
of univ ersal prosperity . Wag es and salaries 
are at top lev els — althoug h salaries hav e 
not kept pace with wag es — and employ ­ 
ment hig h despite seasonal lay offs in some 
lines. 
Economists now’ predict that 195 5 may be 
the best bread-and-butter y ear in the na­ 
tion’s history . Recent token reductions in 
income tax es hav e been helpful, while liv ­ 
ing costs hav e been stable. 
At the start of 195 5 American factory 
workers had an av erag e income of $7 4.12 a 
week, the hig hest in history , and $3.20 abov e 
the av erag e of the y ear before. The av erag e 
hourly wag e was $1.8 3. 
Furthermore, the American wag e earner 
is g etting more for his money than he for­ 
merly did. Prices hav e been stable for sev ­ 
eral y ears, but quality of many manufac­ 
tured articles has been improv ed. The pre­ 
diction that the remainder of 195 5 will be a 
g ood y ear for the worker is based on known 
factors. 
Big g er pay checks, stable liv ing costs, or 
perhaps a slig ht reduction in prices, com­ 
bine to paint a rosy picture. 


Telling The Truth 
Frankness in telling the public the facts 
about the fall-out effect of the H-bomb — 
what happens when there is radioactiv e 
dust in the air — is fav ored by Civ il De­ 
fense Administrator Peterson. If there is 
more to it than has been rev ealed in hun­ 
dreds of dispatches and “ dope*’ stories, the 
public is entitled to know’ what it is. 
In terms of prev ailing winds, the Rus­ 
sians liv e to the leeward of the western 
world, and thus should be more v ulnerable 
to windbome perils than Americans. And it 
is doubtful whether they could learn any ­ 
thing from full disclosure of ev ery thing the 
AEC knows about fall-out. Either they hav e 
learned the details from their own ex peri­ 
ments, or their spies hav e taken the sec­ 
rets to Moscow’ from this country .
